THE AFRO-ASIAN PEOPLES SOLID AITY ORGANIZATION (AAPSO) 

CONSIDERS THE STRUGGLE FOR ECONOMIC EMANCIPATION AND SOCIAL 
PROGRESS OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AS ONE OE ITS MAIN OBJECTS. 

ONLY TWO WEEKS AGO, AAPSO HAS HELD ITS XI COUNCIL SESSION 
IN BAGHDAD, WHICH PAID GREAT ATTENTION NOT ONLY TO THE BURNING 
ISSUES LIKE THOSE OE THE MIDDLE EAST, INDOCHINA DN NATIONAL 
LIBERATION STRUGGLES IN AFRICA BUT ALSO TO THE VITAL 
PROBLEMS OF SOCIO-ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT OF THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. 
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MORE THAN 400 HIGH LEVEL DELEGATES OF THE BAGHDAD SESSION 
REPRESENTING HUNDREDS OF MILLIONS OF PEOPLE, UNANIMOUSLY 
STRESSED THAT: AT THE PRESENT STAGE THE NATIONAL LIBERATION 
STRUGGLE OF INDEPENDENT AFRO-ASIAN COUNTRIES IS TO CONCENTRATE 
MAINLY IN THE SPHERE OF SOCIAL-ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. IN THIS 
CONTEXT, THE AAPSO HIGHLY APPRECIATES THE INITIATIVE OF THE 
ALGERIAN GOVERNMENT AND H.E. PRESIDENT HOUARI BOUMEDIENNE 
FOR THE HOLDING OF THIS SPECIAL SESSION OF THE U.N. GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY. 

THE AAPSO STRONGLY SUPPORTS THE JUST STRUGGLE OF THE 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO EXERCISE THEIR INALIENABLE SOVEREIGN 
RIGHTS OVER THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES. 

THE IMPERIALISTIC MONOPOLIES AND THE REPRESENTATIVE OF THEIR 
INTERESTS, WHILE HAVING BEEN RECENTLY OBLIGED TO RECOGNIZE 
THIS RIGHT, ARE RESORTING TO MANOEUVRES UNDER DIFFERENT 
PRETEXTS TO UNDERMINE IT, IN PRACTICE, SO AS TO CONTINUE 
THEIR EXPLOITATION OF THOSE RESOURCES. THE RECENT ENERGY CRISIS 
AND THE PROBLEM OF OIL HAVE SPECIAL RELEVANCE TO IT. 

THE BAGHDAD SESSION DREW THE ATTENTION TO THE CONSTANT 
NECESSITY OF CARRYING OUT COMMON POLICY OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
IN THE SPHERE OF ECONOMIC PLANNING, UTILIZING POWER RESOURCES 
AND RAW MATERIALS. 

THE UNITY AND SOLIDARITY AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND 
WITH THEIR HISTORICAL ALLIES THE SOVIET UNION AND OTHER SOCIALIST 
COUNTRIES, IS AN ESSENTIAL CONDITION TO FRUSTRATE IMPERIALIST 
ATTEMPTS. THEY SHOULD NOT BE ALLOWED TO SOW DIVISION AMONG 
DEVELOPING NATIONS. 

THE AAPSO STRONGLY OPPOSES THE EFFORTS OF MONOPOLISTS TO 
CREATE CLOSED GROUPS OF OIL-CONSUMING COUNTRIES TO CONFRONT 
OIL-PRODUCING ONES AS WAS THE CASE OF THE 13-NATION 
WASHINGTON CONFERENCE. 

AAPSO CONSIDERS THE URGENT NECESSITY OF HELPING THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES TO ERADICATE HUNGER AND POVERTY OF THEIR MASSES. THEY 
CAN BETTER REALIZE THEIR SOCIO-ECONOMIC TRANSFORMATION IN 
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CONDITIONS OF PEACE, DISARMAMENT AND INTERNATIONAL DETENTE. 

IN THIS CONTEXT THE AAPSO JOINS ALL THOSE WHO SUPPORT THE 
SOVIET PROPOSAL OF REDUCTION OF 10 PERCENT IN THE MILITARY 
BUDGETS OF THE PERMANENT MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL. 

PART OF THIS SAVING THE INDUSTRILAIZED DEVELOPED COUNTRIES 
CAN HELP THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

WE HOPE THAT THIS SPECIAL SESSION OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
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WILL REACH POSITIVE CONCLUSIONS ON ECONOMIC EMANCIPATION OF 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND THEIR SOCIAL PROGRESS. UNQTE. 
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
